Comment  on  Vital  Statistics 


The  total  of  live  births  for  the  past  year  (1,346)  gives  a  rate  of 
26.8  per  1,000,  nearly  one  and  a  half  times  the  national  rate. 

Though  the  stillbirth  rate  is  less  favourable  the  infant  mortality  rate 
is  again  seen  to  compare  very  favourably  with  the  national  rate.  Of  the  19 
infant  deaths  under  1  year  11  occurred  within  4  weeks  from  birth. 

The  local  death  rate  for  the  year  (4.l)  against  the  national  rate  (12.2) 
again  clearly  indicates  the  low  proportion  of  elderly  residents  in  a  new  town; 
application  of  the  supplied  comparability  factor  of  2.41  gives  a  "standard¬ 
ised”  death  rate  of  9«9* 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  for  1963  of  30,270  gives  an  annual 
increase  of  3j360  but  continued  inward  migration  again  makes  such  a  figure 
out  of  date. 

Deaths  from  cancer  (all  sites)  gives  the  favourable  figure  of  39?  of 
which  13  (ll  males  and  2  females)  were  from  cancer  of  lung  or  bronchus. 

Local  deaths  from  motor  vehicle  accidents  numbered  3  while  all  other  accidents 
numbered  3  (2  males  and  3  females). 

There  was  no  local  death  ascribed  to  any  acute  infectious  disease 
and  from  tuberculosis  cne  single  (female)  death  was  recorded.

SECTION  F 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

Total  notifications  of  acute  infectious  diseases  received  during  the 
year  (after  correction)  numbered  Measles  -  543 1  Scarlet  fever  -  32, 

Food  poisoning  -  9?  Dysentery  -  6,  Whooping  cough  -  5>  Puerperal  Pyrexia  - 
2,  Infectious  hepatitis  -  2  and  Meningococcal  infection  -  1* 

Measles  was  epidemic  in  local  schools  during  the  Spring  months.  The 
Scarlet  fever  cases  were  scattered  throughout  the  year  both  in  time  and 
district;  roughly  half  were  of  pre-School  age  and  the  balance  almost 
wholly  of  infant  school  age;  cases  were  all  of  a  mild  nature  with  no 
reported  complications.  Two  small  outbreaks  of  dysentery  (Bac.  Sonne) 
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were  confined  and  the  single  reported  case  of  meningitis  made  a  complete 
recovery. 


Of  the  9  notified  cases  of  food  poisoning  two  groups  of  three 
notified  cases  had  the  causative  agent  identified  as  staphylococcal  toxin 
in  one  and  Clost.  Welchii  in  the  other.  The  other  three  were  single 
cases,  separate  in  time  and  location,  of  Salmonella  ( Typhi -murium ) 
infection.  Particularly  where  there  is  risk  of  spread  from  food  handling 
such  cases  receive  extensive  investigation  for  prevention  of  any  spread 
of  infection. 


VACCINATION  AGAINST  SMALLPOX 


With  no  national  alarms  during  the  year  efforts  were  directed  to 
obtaining  primary  vaccination  of  infants  during  the  second  year  of  life, 
the  recently  revised  policy  recommended  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 


IMMUNISATION 


The  standard  use  of  a  TRIPLE  antigen  -  against  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough  and  tetanus  -  continued  to  be  urged  in  three  separate  injections 
between  6  and  l8  months,  with  a  fourth  (booster)  dose  at  the  age  of 
infant  school  entry.  There  is  locally  a  high  degree  of  parental  acceptance. 

Against  poliomyelitis  the  routine  exhibition  to  infants  of  three 
separate  doses  of  SABIN  vaccine  by  the  mouth  continued  unchanged.  With 
the  near-disappearance  nationally  of  reported  cases  there  is  a  considerable 
percentage  of  missed  appointments  for  second  and  third  oral  doses,  possibly 
through  parental  forgetfulness  since  a  vaccine  dose  by  mouth  is  now  so 
undramatic.  It  is  expected  that  in  future  an  extra  (booster)  dose  of 
such  anti-poliomyelitis  oral  vaccine  will  be  offered  to  children  and  other 
contacts  whenever  and  wherever  a  single  case  of  the  disease  has  been 
confirmed. 
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TUBERCULOSIS 


New  Cases  and  Deaths  during  the  year  1963 
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Comment  : 


New  notifications  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  are 
not  excessive,  having  regard  to  the  preponderantly  young 
adult  group  in  the  population,  and  to  the  detective 
activity  of  the  local  visits  of  the  mass  radiographic  unit. 

One  death  occurred  during  the  year  in  the  local 
population  (in  a  young  adult  female). 


In  conclusion,  I  would  acknowledge  having  received  every  help  during 
the  year  from  your  chief  officers;  particularly  I  would  acknowledge  the 
most  valuable  assistance  from  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.

SECTION  C 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


i)  Water  Supply 

The  Lee  Valley  Water  Company  are  the  water  undertakers  for 
the  area. 

The  water  supply  is  regularly  sampled  by  your  officers,  and 
during  the  year,  I  submitted  117  samples  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  at  Luton  for  bacteriological  examination  -  all 
proved  satisfactory.  12  chemical  samples  taken  by  the  Water 
Authority  also  proved  satisfactory.  In  addition,  sampling  of  raw 
water  supplies  is  regularly  undertaken  by  the  Water  Authority  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  chemical  analysis. 

An  adequate  supply  of  water  throughout  the  area  is  being 
maintained.  Only  five  houses  in  the  Urban  District  obtain  their 
water  from  private  wells. 

SWIMMING  POOL  -  On  the  13th  October,  1962,  the  Council  opened 
their  new  Swimming  Pool  at  St.  George’s  Way.  It  comprises  of  a 
main  pool  110  ft.  long  x  42  ft.  wide  and  a  training  pool  42  ft. 
x  15  ft.  The  purification  system  includes  a  horizontal  pressure 
filter,  with  sand  and  quartz  media,  through  which  the  whole  of 
the  water  passes  every  4  hours.  The  capacity  of  the  pool  is  approx 
220,000  gallons  of  water,  which  is  heated  and  aerated  during  circul 
ation,  and  chlorinated  by  the  break  point  system. 
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Because  of  the  heavy  demand  made  on  the  training  pool, 
improvements  have  been  made  to  the  chlorinating  system  in  order 
to  maintain  an  adequate  residual  of  chlorine  in  this  pool. 

The  Swimming  Bath  waters  are  regularly  sampled  for  bacter¬ 
iological  examination  and  chemical  analysis  by  my  Department. 

ii)  Sewage  Disposal 

All  main  foul  water  drainage  from  the  town  is  now  dealt  with 
at  the  Ryemead  Sewage  Works  at  Hertford.  Few  properties  remain 
connected  to  cesspools  or  septic  tank  installations,  and  these 
will  further  decrease  as  extensions  of  the  main  sewerage  systems 
take  place. 

iii)  Refuse  Collection 


The  Public  Cleansing  Services  are  controlled  by  the  Council's 
Surveyor.  No  tipping  is  carried  out  in  the  town,  all  refuse  being 
transported  11  miles  to  a  tip  at  Cole  Green,  Welwyn  Garden  City. 

The  Council  operates  a  Waste  Paper  and  Trade  Refuse  Collection 
Service.

v)  Open  Air  Market 

The  Council  operate  a  Friday  and  Saturday  Open  Air  Market  in 
the  New  Town  Centre.  No  open  food,  other  than  fruit  or  vegetables, 
is  permitted  to  be  sold  from  the  stalls;  fish,  shell  fish,  ice 
cream  and  refreshments  may  be  obtained  from  five  mobile  shops,  which 
all  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 


Hot  and  cold  water  supplies,  together  with  sinks,  are  provided 
for  the  washing  of  stallholders'  equipment,  and  a  new  public  con¬ 
venience,  with  hot  and  cold  washing  facilities  and  hand  drying 
equipment,  is  also  available  to  stallholders. 
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The  market  is  administered  by  the  Public  Health  Department. 

vi)  Knackers  Yard 

There  is  one  licensed  Knackers  Yard  in  the  town.  This  is  of 
model  design  and  is  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  The 
premises  are  regularly  inspected. 

vii)  Petroleum  Installations 


56  Licences  for  the  storage  of  Petroleum  and  Petroleum  Mixtures 
have  been  issued  during  the  year.

i)  Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food  Premises 

All  food  premises,  which  are,  in  the  main,  of  modern  construction 
satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  and  the

have  been  granted  to  29  dealers  and  2  distributors,  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  provisions  of  these  Regulations. 

iii)  Inspection  of  Registered  Food  Premises 

Regular  visits  were  made  to  premises  registered  for  the  sale 
of  Ice  Cream  and  the  preparation  or  manufacture  of  sausages  and 
other  foods  intended  for  sale.  Those  premises  selling  Ice  Cream, 
but  excluded  from  registration  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  were 
also  inspected. 

iv)  Disposal  of  Condemned  Food 

During  the  year,  apart  from  meat  condemned  at  the  private 
slaughterhouse,  2  tons  11  cwts.  of  foodstuffs  were  condemned  at 
various  food  premises  in  the  town.  All  condemned  food  is  stained 
with  a  naphthalene  dye  and  removed  from  the  food  shops  for  disposal 
under  supervision  at  the  Council’s  tip;  strict  control  is  exercised 
over  its  disposal. 

v)  Ice  Cream  Heat  Treatment  Regulations 

A  regular  check  is  made  of  the  many  Ice  Cream  vendors  operating 
within  the  town.  There  are  no  manufacturers  of  Ice  Cream  in 
Stevenage.

It  will  be  noted,  however,  that  there  has  again  been  a  significant 
increase  in  the  number  of  cattle  slaughtered  -  2,146  this  year,  as 
against  1,849  for  1962. 


Details  of  the  numbers  of  the  different  types  of  animals  slaughtered 
over  the  last  five  years  will  perhaps  more  clearly  indicate  the  volume 
of  work  and  the  considerable  amount  of  time  spent  in  maintaining  100% 
meat  inspection,  and  much  of  this  work  still  has  to  be  performed  after 
normal  office  hours  and  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays. 


The  Council  has  repeatedly  made  approaches,  through  their  local 
authority  organisations,  for  statutory  powers  to  be  provided  to  enable 
local  authorities  to  control  the  hours  of  slaughter. 

I  am  pleased  to  report,  however,  that  notwithstanding  these 
difficulties,  a  100%  meat  inspection  service  has  still  been  maintained 
for  this,  the  tenth  year.
